Mount Vernon was beautifully 

situated on a swelling height, crowned 
with wood, and commanding a magni- 
ficent view up and down the Potomac. 

The grounds immediately about it 

Were laid out somewhat in the Eng- 
lish taste. The estate was apportion- 
ed into separate farms, devoted to 

different kinds of culture, each having 
its alloted laborers: much, howevci, 
I ill covered with wild woods, 
seamed with deep dells and tuns of 
water, and indented with inlets 
haunts of deer and lurking-places of 
■ 

"\o estate in the United States." 
observed Washington in one of his 
letters, "is more pleasantly situated 
in a high and healthy country; in a 
latitude between the extremes of heat 
and cold; on one of the finest rivers 
in the world, a rivet well stocked with 
various kinds of fish at all seasons 
of the year." 

These were as yet the aristoi ratic al 
days of Virginia. The estates were 
large, and continued in the same fami 
lies by entail. Many of the wealthy 
planters were connected with old fami 

lies in England. The young men. 

especially the elder sons, weie often 

seni to finish their education there, 

and on their return brought out the 
tastes and habits of the mother Coun- 
try, The governors id' Virginia were 
from the higher ranks of society, and 
maintained a corresponding state. 
The "established" or Kpisi opal 
Church predominated throughout the 
am lent dominion," as il was termed. 
\ style of living prevailed among 
tin- opulent Virginia families in those 
that liu i I sway. The

liberal in all their appointments, and
